3  HOSPITAL  CAMP,  9TH  AND  1)TH  JULY  1943.

|  '  I«  sub-Lleutenant  J.O.  CAUN  of  the  Motherlands  £>st  Indies  Aimy,  make 

oath  end  say  as  follows j- 

I  1.  On  the  8th  tfirch  1942  I  was  captured  and  taken  prisoner  by  the 

Japanese  Army  at  BANDCING,  JAVA,  and  was  subsequently  transferred  to  SIAM 
whore  prisoners  of  war  were  employed  on  thi  building  of  the  BANCKOK-LULAEIN 
railway,  j  speak  japaneso  and  at  tho  various  camps  I  was  at  aotod  as  Inter¬ 
preter. 

2.  On  tho  9th  July  1943  at  one  o'clock  in  the  mornlg  i  was  awakened  by 
the  japaneso  guard  commander  of  staff  camp,  Croup  1,  KANBURI,  who  told  me  that 
167  sick  men  had  arrived  from  tho  jungle.  I  went  to  the  entranoe  of  the  camp 
but  found  only  approximately  40  patients  tharo  who  looked  filthy,  underfed  and 
very  sick.  1  asked  tho  Japanese  in  ohorgo  of  the  sick  party  whore  the  remain¬ 
der  of  this  party  wero.  He  replied  that  the  remainder  were  not  very  fit  to 
walk  and  that  they  were  coming  in  slowly.  1  lmoediatcly  wont  book  and  asked 
for  20  volunteer  strot char- bear era. 

3.  TO  wont  to  tho  station  and  found  that  along  tho  3  kllomstro  stretch 
that  separatos  the  railway  station  from  tho  camp,  sick  men  were  crawling  and 
lay  about  tho  ground.  Re  picked  them  up  as  we  found  them,  to  also  cams  across 
a  cut  oh  modiool  ordorly  who  told  us  that  he  was  the  only  orderly  that  had  been 
sont  with  this  transport  which  consisted  of  bcri-borl,  dysentory,  tropical 
ulcer  and  oholera  patients.  He  told  us  that  thoy  had  boon  4  days  on  tho  road 

J  and  that  3  of  thorn  had  died  on  the  way.  At  six  o'clock  in  the  morning  the  last 
man  was  found  and  brought  in.  All  tho  siek  wore  givon  sholter  in  tho  foot- 
I  baths  of  tho  atup  huts  in  our  camp. 

4*  At  nlno  o'clock  1  saw  tho  adjutant  of  croup  1,  Lt.  KOMAI,  who  said  tc 

mo  thut  now  ho  was  going  to  open  a  now  hospital.  Ho  called  over  6  prisoners  of 
war  who  were  in  the  vicinity  and  ordered  thorn  to  brock  down  tho  fence  which 
separated  our  oamp  from  tho  Japanese  cavalry  regiment  callod  yamoda  Butai.  Tho 
day  before  the  japanoso  and  their  horses  had  moved  out,  loaving  20  empty  huts, 

3  with  and  17  without  plotforms.  In  most  of  tho  huts  tho  filth  of  tho  animals 
was  still  on  tho  ground.  Tho  Japanese  Licutenub  gave  the  order  that  the  167 
sick,  who  wero  under  tho  command  of  tho  Dutch  Captain  CLAASZ,  hud  to  bo  moved 
to  this  new  camp  within  on  hour.  There  wore  no  doctors,  no  medical  orderlies 
nor  cook-houso  pcroonnol  at  that  time  so  1  went  ovor  to  tho  Dutch  doctor, 

(Vpt.  N00KDHCIK-  HflGT  and  csked  him  if  I  could  apply  to  the  Japanese  for  him  to 
go  over  ao  a  vo.luntoor.  Ho  iniaediutcly  agreed  and  the  japaneso  Lieutenant 
j  gave  his  pornis3icn  for  this  doctor  and  othor  modical  ordorlios  to  go  over 
and  attend  to  tho  sick. 

3.  It  took,  however ,  sovcral  hours  to  persuade  tho  japaneso  to  let  a 

working  party  of  50  non  attend  to  cook-hou3o  and  hygiano  nocossities.  The 
only  definite  permission  which  was  givon  w us  thut  medical  staff  would  bo  sent 
from  the  jungle  ca^ps  or  tho  buse  hospital,  it  took  approximately  a  fortnight 
to  get  some  s^aff  and  tho  man  who  had  boon  put  in  chargo  of  the  camp  then 
was  tho  British  l.£jor  BLACK,  R.A.M.C.,  who  will  certainly  bo  able  to  givo  a 
vivid  picturo  of  his  first  impressions.
